undersigned and Ms. Norma White, a supervisor in the Office of Initial Patent 
Examination, who advised that the filing of such a paper was the proper course of 
action. The Office sent a postcard acknowledging receipt of that paper. 

The paper entitled Second Preliminary Amendment and Request for Corrected 
Filing Receipt requested correction of the Serial No. 09/216,640 on the various papers 
filed with the application, and in the amendment to page 1 listing the applications from 
which priority was claimed. The paper also requested a Corrected Filing Receipt, and 
had attached thereto a copy of the Filing Receipt mailed March 12, 2001, showing in 
manuscript the requested corrections. The attached manuscript-amended copy of the 
Filing Receipt is the same as that attached to the paper entitled Second Preliminary 
Amendment and Request for Corrected Filing Receipt. 

On June 19, 2001 , following a telephone conversation between Examiner Yoon 
and the undersigned about the Request for a Corrected Filing Receipt, copies of the 
papers mailed March 26, 2001 , were sent by fax to Examiner Yoon. There were further 
telephone conversation between Examiner Yoon and the undersigned on July 16, 2001 
and March 5, 2002, in which the status of the application, and in particular the request 
for a Corrected Filing Receipt were discussed. However, there was no further action by 
the Office. On Feb. 10, 2003, Applicants filed a Status Request, inquiring as to the 
status of the application, and of the request for a Corrected Filing Receipt. On April 15, 
2003, an Office Action on the merits of the application was mailed.
